Marshall told the committee that 
economic assistance was “essential” to 
the military defenses of the free na- 
tions. He cited its “general purposes” 
as: 

1. To support rearmament programs 
among nations unable to finance them 
without impoverishing themselves. 

2. To permit production of muni- 
tions, especially in Europe, to relieve 
the United States of “a continuing 
grant aid program.” 

3. To finance civil facilities, such as 
airfields and harbors, necessary to mili- 
tary plans. 

4. To strengthen the living standards 
of underdeveloped areas where "a large 
part of the world's natural resources 
are found and (where) the Communists 
are trying to exploit the impoverished 
situation to their advantage." 

Marshall said the Defense Depart- 
ment wes “keenly aware of the cost 
involved.” He noted that foreign aid 
will represent about 15 percent of the 
nation’s total defense budget for fiscal 
1952.
